Come ic ſhall, and 
making all Nature to Tremble, with hor- 
rid Commortions of Mountains and Plains, 
Agitations of Hills and Valleys ; ſhall lay 
the ambitious of the Earth under their 
once Palaces, but now Tombs , ſhall le- 
vel with the ground, your beſt deſign'd 
Fortreſles, and Noblclt Cities ; and of fo 
many Renowned Kings, and Empires, 
ſhall leave no more than a place of Burial. 
It ſhall ſay ro the broils and noiſes of a 
\ buiſy,clamorous World : Silence, To the 
* bloody conteſts of Warlike Nations, Peace. 
To the deep Contrivances of Politicians, 
Ha' done. To Nuprial Joys, Titles, and 
Grandeurs, No more. To the long deſcent 
of Ancient Families, An End. To all 
Mankind , Return into your native Duſt. 
Merchants, Lawyers, Soldiers, Youth, La- 
dies, Nobles; all is vaniſhed when this day 
appears. No more Meetings at Change, 
no more Pleadings at Bar, no more Mu- 
ſtering at Camps, no more flocking to 
1 heatres, 
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no more idle Converſations, Courting , 
Coaching, and Gaming , no more Pa- 
ſtimes, nor time co pals. Wit, Courage, 
Beauty ; Wealth, Pleaſure and Glory, are 
reduced to Athes, to cover a mournlul 
World ; One thing only remains, (light it 
if you can, Judgement, God's dreadful Judge- 
ment. Surgite mortui Cy ovenite ad Judicum 
Ariſe you Dead, and come to Judgement. The 
Trumpet of the Arch-Angel will ſound ; 
which did it now awake the Living, as 
it ſhall theg revive the Dead, in filence 
I'd give place to your CompunRion, and 
Eloquent Tears, But alas ! We are,no 
S. Jeroms, no Lewis's, to hear, at ſuch a 
diſtance, thoſe dreadful Summons'ss We 
are too ſhort-ſighted to diſcover ſo far off, 
that frightful day : To excite therefore, 
and quicken our preſent Faith of what's 
to come , joining Reaſon with Divine 
Authority, I ſhall endeavour to ſer be- 
fore your Eyes, God's final Judgement, 
divided into Three Parts.

neral. There is nothing ſo Formidable, 
the Terrour of which, is not much allay'd 
by its Uncertainty ; For Uncertainty makes 
way to hope of avoiding it, Hope dimi- 
niſl.es Fear, and ſo what otherwile might 
ſurprize the ſobereſt, and fſtoutcſt Relolu- 
tion, is often, if not contemn'd, at leaſt 
undervalu'd by the weakeſt ſort of Peo- 
ple, 


Firſt, The Indiftment , which is Ge. = 


ple. What more Ternble to the Ear, than 
a clap of Thunder ? Yet a confidence, we 
are not the mark of angry Heaven, dulls 
our apprehenſion of it, What more 
frightful co the Eye, than a ſtormy Sea ? 
And yet becaulc us fury trequently ends 
in Threags and Poamings, it is encountred 
by a World of Marrmers. Could the 
ſtrict Judgement of God be declined, we 
might have ſome caule ro mitigate that 
Fear, its very Name (trikes into the Veins 
of True Believers. But we ate already 
Summoned, and [ndicted ; without poſſt- 
bility of Traverſe, or Appeal : God's 
Judgement undoubredly is co enſue. No 
hope then of flying it ; no motive of leſlen- 
ing our Fear, or preparation for it, 

Should | aſſume, without farther proof, 
this grand Verity 5 A day of Judgement is 
to come : I ſhould make bold with no more, 
than what the Belief of each Chriſtian al- 
lows me, and {peaking to Chriſtians, what 
more could be required ? Can we have 
a ſtronger evidence , than what relyes 
upon the immoyeable ground, of Drvine 
Reve- 


ation ? We cannot. Yet Reaſon, you 
may luggelt, works more Con-naturally 
upon the generality of Mcn, and that t aith 
15 at leaſt Dormant in many, it not Dead 
in ſome, whereas Natural Reaſon is awake 
in all. Is it ſo? I wiſh it were. Were 
Natural Reaſon awake in all, were it not 
caſt into a dead Sleep, by Senſualiry and 
Paſſion, it would not ſuffer Divine Reve- 
lation to paſs for a Dream, Hell for a Fa- 
ble, Heaven for a Paradiſe of Fools, the 
Golpel for an Aloran., However, it being 
your Suggeſtion, my Duty is to comply 
wich your Inclination , Reverently there- 
fore {ccting alide for a while, what is con- 
ſiga'd unto us, in the ever, and thiice Holy 
Bible , I find we are Indicted, even by 
Reaſon it ſelf, declaring for a Day of Judge- 
ment, from all Eternity aſfegn'd for Men, To 
the Proot. 


Moral Philoſophers, though Gentiles, 
termed this World a Priſon, Men the Pri- 
ſoners ; and by conſequence, could not but 
acknowledge, as it were, a general Sciſions, 
where 


where all Cauſes ſhould be Tryed. Bur 
their Authority goes no farther than it ſuits 
with your own Reaſon. To your Reaſon 
then 1 appeal to be Judge of this Truth. 
Is there not an inbred delire in each Man, 
to be righted, if injured, to require ſatis- 
faction, if aftronted ? Nay, if the affront 
be publick, do not you exaft publick re- 
compencc, and this, lcconding the condut, 
and Laws of Natural Juſtice ? Are not thele 
f;ſt and palpable Notions obvious to all, 
and ratihed by daily Practice ? They are. 


And if lo, give me leave to proſecute my - 


Diicourſe, What is juſt in our Selves, 
ſhall we deny to be juſt in Gov ? Has He 
lels Right than We ? We have our days 


of Oyer and Terminer, and ſhall not God" 


have his day too ? Shall he not in the face 
of the World, hold his Court of Juſtice ? 
How many give him the lye with Here- 
fies? How many with Blaſphemies, do 
what they can, to poſt him for a God of 
Wood ? How many with Imprecations, 
Curtes, and Oaths, take a pride in Pro- 
phaning his Sacred Name ? His Inſpira- 


trons 
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tions are repulſed, his Counſels not heard, = 
his Orders negle&ed, his Command; dif. 
obeyed, his Mercy fcorned, his Patience 
trampled under foor ; and thall not Juſtice 
take in hand the Caule 2 Whar lay you ? 
You are Rational Men, dcbate it with 
Reaſon, and give in your Anſwer. Doth 
not Realon Ipeax aloud, and cry our for 
a day of [udgement ; and what is this Ver. 
dict of Realon, bur a Citation ro Appear ? 
Yes, Yes, Videbunt filum hominis -vementem 
in Nube, They ſhall je the Son of Man com- 
ming im a Cloud , A Cloud which ſhall 
burk out into a Thunder of Juſtice, and 
Revenge againſt the Impious. Yidebunt, 
They ſhall jee ; Yea, a day (hall come, They 
Thall fee, and We jhall ſee. Bue again: 


As God is a Firſt and Neceſſary Being,fo 
of nec:{lity he muſt be the firſt Rule of Ju- 
ice ; and can any one be ſo fond asto ima- 
gine, That the firſt Rule of Juſtice it (elf,can 
put up ſo many wrongs, done under pre- 
tence of Authority deriv'd from him ? To 
Enact unjuſt Laws, which carry the Woe

of God in their Fore-head, writte dy, {- 
faiah, Ve qui condunt leges iniquas,ut vim fa= c,.. _.. . 
ciant cauſa humilium populi mei : Wo to thoſe = 
who make unnighteous Laws, to uſe Violence 
t9 the Cauſe of the humble of my people. To 
uit the Guilty, to condemn Innocents, 
are things pollible. I ſay no more : Some- 
time PaſGon, and oftcner Miſtake, over- 
rules Judges. They are Men, and the 
Learned know, That Humane Laws can- 
not futhciencly your for all Concin- 
gencies. Now it it be the part of a Supe 
riour Court co Retrieve the Errours anc 
Diſorders of an Inferiour, Tho the writ- 
ten Word of God were Mute, were not in 
Being, wonld not Reaſon decide, That it 
is bur juſt and equitable, That all Inju- 
ries, uneven Dealings, and Overlights , 
Voluntary, and Unvoluntary, ſhould be 
Rectified in a Supreme and Final Judge- 
ment ? More. 
[s ic fit chat any Crime ſhould paſs un- 
judged, and unpunithed, Good and Holy 
Actions unrewarded, ? But that's perfor- 


med, you'l ſay, at the hour of each Man's 
Death, 


Jeath, J the Judge himſclf, is He not 
to be Vindicated * What murmurings at 
Providence for the Proiperity of the Un- 
godly, and hard fortunc of the Righteous ; 
Thele Poor, tholc Wealthy, thele Scorn'd, 
thote Honour'd, theſe Deprels d, and thole 
Rais'd : Is not the mouth of Malice to be 
ſtop'd ? Beſides, is it not juſt, that a pub- 
lick ſhame ſhould now check, and then 
_ the privacy of Sin 2 Thar a publick 
10nour ſhould now Cheriſh, and then 
Crown Merit and Virtue ? I end nor here, 
be pleas d to take yer one ſtep with me. 
How inconſiderable a part uf our Actions 
tall under the Verge of Humane Authori- 
ty ? Amongſt Divines, and Camonilts, it is 
a current Rule , De internis non judicat 
Ecclefia : The Church it ſelf judgeth not of 
the interiour ; it takes Recognizance  on- 
ly of apparent things. And is it cre- 
dible, that thoughts and dehires, the Ori- 
gin and Source of all exteriour Evil, fur- 
mounting in number and qualicy, what- 
ever betrays it ſelf ro our Senle and Know- 
ledge, ſo oftenſive to God, ſo pernicious to 
our 


un-try'd, and un-chaſtiz'd ? Raſh Judge- 
men:rs, Treacherous Mi:chinations, Malici- 
ous Deſigns, Rebellious Rancours, as they 
p:cjudice the whole, by being deſtructive 
to Humane Society, and Chriſtian Cha- 
rity ; {0 before the whole Univerſe, they 
are to be accounted for, and not only at 
ths point of Death. 

The tubſtance of my Diſconrle is reduc'd 
to this ; 1f there be a God, he's Inſt , andit 
there be a Juſt God, there will be a haal 
judgement. Bur there is a God, and a juſt 
God, as Light of Nature evidences, There- 
fore a dav, a [udgment there will be. Tunc 
videbunt, &c, Then they ſhall ſer. 

Reaſon then eurn'd Herald, proclaims 
judgement , Reaſon Summons us ro Ap- 
pear ; Reaſon moves us to Apprehend, 
Fear, and Provide for a Tryal, either witch 
pleading Guilty, by a timely and crue Re- 
pentance ; or Not Guilty, by the continu- 
ance of a harmlels and godly Converſation. 
Fratres hora eſt jam nos de fomm ſurgere, 
ſays the Apoſtle in the Office of this day, 
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our Neighbour, and our Selves, ſhall paſs

Nunc enim propior eſt wſtra ſa'us, For now 
our Salvation is nearer, We arc in a holy 
time, dedicated to the coming of Chriſt, 
and therefore termed Advent, implying a 
Coming. One coming of Chriſt, is pals gg 
the other is drawing on ; that which 1s 
paſs'd was the coming of a Saviour, that 
which is drawing on, is the coming of a 
Judge ; the firſt we Celebrate, for the ſe- 
cond we are to provide. In the hiſt, the 
Son of God became the Son of Man ; in 
the ſecond, the Son of Man will become: 
Judge. Fear the Judge, and you'l not 
flight, but adore the Infant, Timuit onnis 
homo, lays David, All Men were repleniſhed 
with Fear , where S. Auguſtine, as he is 
woat, divinely puts in , (ut non timuerunt 
nec bomines fuerunt : If all Men feared ; they 
who feared not, were not Men. Ceaſe then 
ro be Men, or fear Judgement ; for he that 
tears it not, according to S, Auſtiney is void 
of Reaſon, is no Man, (ui non timuerunt nec 
homies fuerunt.

Now what Reaſon declares in general , 
the Spirit of the Lord lays down in more 
expreſs and ſignihcant terms. | lay no- 
ening, of the torcrelling Sibyl, or of rhe 
perlwation of fume Ancients, touching the 
Conflagration of the World : | take no 
notice of the fantaſtical Conceis, relating 
ro the end of the Platonick year. To you, 
O holy. Prophets, for your Oracles and 
Summons, [ addrels my telt. Know then, 


lays the Prophet Ezekiel, Finus vent, Vent c++ 


finis, ſuper quatuor plagas terre : The end is 
come, there is come an end, upon the four parts 
of the Earth : Et judicabo te juxta Vias tuas. 
And 1 will judge thee accordmg to thy ways. 

And why ewice, An end i come : there is 
come an end ? It is a Force, an Emphalis, 
a Replication becoming ſo important a 
Truth ; Or give me leave to throw in a 
thought, and ſay : The end of Time is 
come, and ſo is that of Eternity ; for Ecer- 
nicy has but one End, and that 1s its Be- 
ginning. An end then is come, there is come 
an end ; and between this End, and Fnd, 
the End of Time, and Beginning of Ecerni-

Here the Juſt trembling, and almoſt daun- 
ted ; There, Mcn, or rather wandering 
Skeletons of Men, lecking Den: and Caves, 
and withering for tcar , For fear of whar, 
do you conceive ? And with this thought 
| end my hrlt part, 

Tell me not tor the roarings of an mn- 
vading Sca, the howlings ot the Winds in 
the Air, the gapings ”, the Earch. No, 
theſe were not the ſubjet of their fear, 
Thelc are bur Summons's to Judgement, 
They are piercing, they are amazing 
True : But to luc}: as teel not Judgement 
near at hand, its judgement terrihes them. 
They are but Metlcngers, and it 1s not 
the Meſlenger, but the Mcſlage which 
chills the Delinquent ; its the horrour of 
ludge-

r, and beg the Mountains to fall upon 
them. Quarent homines gevrtem , laith the 
beloved Diſciple, Men ſhall ſeek Death, and 
Death ſhall fly from them, O what a 
Change ! O what an Alccration / Hear, 
and Admire ; Men now dread to dyc, and 
then for fear of Judgement ſhall dread to 
live.; they ſhall ſcek Death, but Death will 
not be found. 

Ah cruel Death ! they'd ſay, were not 
their gricf coo exceſſive, to ſpeak ; Death 
ever Cruel ; Cruel when Men fled from 
thee. and more Cruel now thou flicſt from 
Men : Cruel thou wert to the (oft intrea- 
ties of Ladies ; Cruel in ſcorning Infants 
Tears, Cruel to the defires of comely 
youth, Cruel in deriding the Prayers of the \ 
Ancient, Cruel in feeding upon the Car- 
caſles of all Mankind ; but Crueller in thy | 
Aight, than in thy approach, in thy retreat, — 
than in thy onſet. Ah Death, Death, be 
pircous, by continuing thy former Cruelty, 
be merciful by being Death unto us, and 
concealing us from the Eye of the en- 
raged 


raged Judge. Quarent homines mortem, 
Men ſhall ſeek Death, Et mars fugiet ab eis, 
and Death it (elf, frightcd at their fear, ſhall 
take its flight, O what apprehenſion then 
muſt Judgement raiſe ! which renders ca- 
fie the Convullions of Nature, the diſor- 
ders of the Elements, the Mcaaccs of the 
Heavens, the deadly Symproms of an ago- 
nizing World : Thcſe are but Jnitia dolo- 
rum, The beginnings of ſorrows. They can 
bur Kill ; and Death is now a Comfort : 
When Lite was lov'd, ſuch Evils were 
fear'd : The terrour of Judgement draw- 
ing near, Life is hated, and Death cuvyer- 
ed. 

Yer Death at laſt, having left none living, 
muſt again withdraw, :. render its ſpoils.

will be as Impartial, as the Judge is above 
Bribe, Miſtake, or Paſſion. 
The Souls united to their Bodies, thoſe 
of the Damned with greater violence, than 
ever they were ſeparated, with reproachful

Hold up your 
your works, O Reprobatcs ! Hold up your 
Hand, Guilty, or not Guilty. Pardon my 
forwardneſs, | miſtook, Gualty, or Not Guil. 
ty, will not be queſtion'd there. And why 
lo ? The Reaſon is clear, to plcad Guilty, 
and (o pretend to Mercy, it is too late ; 
the time of Clemency 1s pals'd, it is a day 
of Juſtice, Anger, and Revenge. To be 
Guilty, and plead Not Guilty, bctore an All- 
knowing Judge, where every one comes 
in Witneſs againſt himſelf, is vain. The 
Tryal will be orderly, the Evidence with- 
out exception, and what [ ſer out by parts, 
will be done in a Moment, and therefore 
the more ſurpriſing. Tunc plangent, Then
